In the July news bulletin pre-| 
pared by Joseph E. Smith and W. 
Shannon Parrish, attorneys at law) 
for members of the Workmen’s | 
Compensation Insurance Plan, the 
following successful cases are 
cited: 


Irene Gross, a member of Print- 
ing Specialties 382 has _ been} 
awarded a 100 per cent permanent) 
disability rating by the Industrial) 
Accident Commission for an eye} 
injury. 

She had lost the sight of one eye 
in childhood and had reduced vi-| 
sion in the other eye due to natural 
causes. In November of 1951, she 
fell and further reduced the vision 
in the eye which had partial vision. 
It was the position of the insurance 
company that she in effect had lost 
useful “industrial vision” before} 


and that, therefore, the injury did 
not effect her industrial useful- 
ness, 

The Subsequent Injuries Fund 
was joined as a party defendant 
because it was the position of Jo-! 
seph E. Smith, her attorney, that 
while she had loss of,vision before 
the accident it was not sufficient 
to keep her from work. That the 
industrial injury effected her vi- 
sion so that she was unable to 
work and the combined loss of vi- 
sion as a result of the injury plus 
the previous loss of vision, entitled 
her to a 100 per cent permanent 
disability. 

The Commission found that loss 
of vision due to the injury was 5 
per cent, and the loss of vision be- 
fore the injury was 95 per cent,

In this period of rising rents, co-! 
operative buildings have shown 
some savings. Even the “Section 
213” apartment co-ops built by 
speculative real-estate developers 
look reasonable compared to the 
high rentals charged in other new | 
buildings. However, there are risks 
in the Section 213 “co-ops” apart- 
ment-seekers should know about. 

First of all, families should un-| 
derstand that there are two kinds 
of apartment co-ops. One kind is a} 
genuine co-op in that a group of 
families itself initiates and con-; 
trols construction on a non-profit 
basis, often under the sponsorship} 
of a union, a state or city housing 
agency, or a committee of civic- 
minded people. \ 

The second type—the Section 213) 
apartments—are built by commer- 
cial developers who then sell them 
to individual families. Then the de- 
veloper gets out of the picture and 
the tenants take over the manage-: 
ment of the building. | 

In either type of co-op, you us-} 
ually buy shares in the corporation | 
that owns the building, and this! 
“down payment” generally amounts 
to $1000-$3000, depending on the 
number of rooms, location and} 
quality of the building, and whether 
more of the real cost of the apart- 
ment has been loaded into the 
monthly carrying charges or in- 
cluded in the down payment.

Mr. Schaeffer suggests that 
a group of prespective buyers get 
together and hire a competent ap- 
praiser to report on the quality of 
the specifications and the value.

However, there are more of the 
commercially-built Section 213 co- 
ops going up around the country 
than the genuine co-ops, and it is- 
to these that many people are turn- 
ing. As Shirley Boden, vice-presi-| 
dent of the Morningside Heights 
Corp., in New York, points out, the 
natural advantages of cooperative 
building and management provide 
enough margin so even the “213” 
co-ops are comparatively reason- 
able despite the speculative devel- 
oper’s profit. 

The gimmick in many of the 
“213” co-ops is that the builder 
makes an extra profit by renting 
the land to the cooperative on a 
long-term basis, rather than selling 
it. 

Another risk, Mr. Boden points 
out, is that the builder may cut 
the quality of the building. Section 
213 buildings must meet certain 
FHA standards, but these were set 
purposely low to encourage low-! 
priced building and in any case, 
many housing experts believe FHA 
building standards are outmoded 
now. 

The commercial developers also 
sometimes underestimate the 
monthly carrying charges, to at- 
tract buyers. When the tenants 
took over one big New York “213” 
development recently they found 
they had to raise their own rents

STOCKHOLM (LPA)—The new 


president of the International Con- 
federation of Free Trade Unions 
is Omar Becu of Belgium, secre- 
tary-general of the International 
Transport Workers Federation. He 
was elected to succeed Sir Vin- 
cent Tewson, head of the British 
Trades Union Congress, who had 
héld the post since 1951, 

ICFTU warned its affiliates, 
with 54,000,000 members, to shun 
any connection with Moral Re- 
armament, condemning MRA for 
engaging in “anti-trade union ef- 
forts” and charging its leader, 
Frank Buchman, with following 
“not the path of democratic move- 
ment but that of dictatorship.” 

Declaring that “the sources from 
which MRA draws its funds are 
completely unknown,” a special re- 
port issued by ICFTU’s executive 
board said the organization “needs 
strong financial support for the 
upkeep of its considerable machin- 
ery, for running the vast MRA- 
owned hotels, for holding of con- 
gresses, for the trips of its ‘teams,’ 
for paying the traveling expenses 
of delegates, and for the very large- 
scale general expenditures. These 
amounts can by no means come 
from the workers in the ranks of 
its supporters.”

Ray Colliver Answers Two Pertinent 
Questions About the United Crusade 


Raymond R. Colliver, director of 
AFL Community Services of the 
East Bay United Crusade, in his! 
August “Report to Labor” answers

Q. What Is the cost of a United 
Crusade fund-raising campaign? 

A. In the 1952 East Bay Cam- 
paign, it cost $188,137 to raise 
$2,668,716, or 7 per cent.
